In the South, there is a 
puppet regime dominated by the U.S, :md a pop- 
ular resistance movement which has mobilized the 
people against oppression, 

"This being tlie case, we could not, and would 
not want to, * impose a conmiunist regime' on tl^e 
South. We feel that the concept of a three-seg- 
ment government really reflects the situatio]i there, 
a situation which is unlike the political situation 
in the North. 

"We communists," Le Due Tlio said, "are above 
all realistic people. Our policies are based on the 
realities . "

ITALIA CON VILTNAM 

ROME (LNS) --50,000 people demonstrated in 
Rome May 13 to express their ’Solidarity with the 
fighters of Vietnam and condemned the American 
aggression there. The Italy Vietnam Committee, a 
coalition of youth, trade-union and left-wing 
groups organized the demonstration, which was the 
biggest of its kind in five years. It culminated 
with a massive sit-down on the Plaza del Popolo in 
the center of the cij:y. Many of the demonstrators 
came from factories where they are currently 
staging militant sit-in strikes. 

Ricardo Lombardi, of the Socialist Party, de- 
clared in the keynote speech that Nixon "has been 
driven out of his mind by the resistance of a 
small pepple against the military might of a pow- 
erful nation, and by the rebellion of the Amer- 
ican youth," 

Lombardi pointed out that tl^is was only the 
first in a series of acti ons -- others took place - 
Monday, the 15th in Via Reggio and Tuesday in 
Florence. The demonstrations werp called not only 
to show solidarity with the Vietnamese, but also 
to exprt pressure on the Italian government. 
Parliament, political parties, etc to dissociate 
from American war policies and extend diplomatic 
recognition to the government in Hanoi, 

Angelo Gennari , of the Catholic Worker's 
Union, called for a general boycott of American 
products in Italy,

FRANCE. AVEC VIETNAM 

PARIS (LNS)--All over France, workers and stu- 
dents demonstrated the second week of May against the 
Nixon administration's mining of Haiphong Harbor, 
and bombing of North Vietnam. In Paris May 10, thou- 
sands participated in two separate marches which 
were scheduled to-' -converge at the U.S. Embassy., 

The marches were banned by police on the pretext of 
the danger of "confrontation" between the groups that 
organized cadi march (one was sponsored by 13 
leftist groups, tlie other by 48 organizations inclu- 
ding the Communist Party and the country's two lar- 
gest trade-union federations) 

But the "banned" demonstration went off regard- 
less although a ring of police in full riot gear 
kept demonstrators away from the Embassy target. 

Similar demonstrations took place in Toulouse, 
Bordeaux, Rennes, Lyon, and Marseilles, In Bordeaux, 
the dockers and the aircraft workers at the Das- 
sault plant staged a work-stoppage and joined other 
workers in a parade through the center of the city. 

In Toulouse, the offices of Honeywell-Bull 
(a branch of the American firm--a leading war con- 
tractoi^ were found sacked on Wednesday morning, 

May 10 arid the walls were covered with inscriptions 
like "BUU--WAR PROFITEERS'"

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"RETURN THE MINEWORKERS UNION TO THE MEN THAT MINI-. 

THE COAL": 

A SllAcKEbT IN THE UMW 
by Bob Seltzer

[Editor^s note: Recently the papers have been 

full of extraordtnarif news about the United Mine- 
workers of America* Tony Boyle^ IMl presiden: since 
196Z^ Was implicated in the murder of his election 
opponent Joseph Yablonski y convicted of enibezoje Ling 
union fundsy and most recently y hrs election to the 
union^s top post was overturned due to ovenohelmtng 
evidence of fraud and deceit* 

The UMW has had a long militant history wiilvin 
the labor movement in this country. Yet today min- 
ers face some of the m.ost dangerous working condi- 
tions {including the fatal black lung disease caused 
by breathing fine coal dust over years of work in 
the mines) y the worst living conditions y lowest pay y 
highest gob insecurity y and inadequate benefits of 
all working people in the United States* 

The following article y written by a staff mem- 
ber of the Miners VoicCy talks about the union gene 
astray under Boyle^s leadershipy and of the Miners 
for Democracy y a growing group of insurgem miners 
who aim to give the union back to the' r'-inors in the 
new election*]

CHARLESTON, W, 'Va . (LNSJ -Joseph "Jock" Yablonski 
announced in late May 1969 that he would challenge 
incumbent Tony Boyle for the presidency of the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers {UMW] . His immediate purpose was 
simply to break up the Boyle machine which ran the 
union like a private fiefdom in which coal miners 
were merely dues-paying pavms . Yablonski 's plat- 
form--return the mineworkers' union to the men who 
mine the coal . 

Beyond this, Yablonski and the miners who sup- 
ported him saw the need for strong union leadership 
willing to fight for the miners against their prin- 
cipal adversary- -the coal companies Under Boyle's 
direction, the UMW had developed into the labor pa- 
cification arm of the Consolidation Coal Co Yab- 
lonski stressed the need for coal mine health and 
safety and job and economic security--issues neglec- 
ted by the Boyle administration, 

Yablonski also recognized that the coal miners 
were members of a larger community v^;hlcll affected 
their lives as mudi as the mines did, The United 
Mineworkers, the most powerful institution in the 
coal fields besides the coal companies, must be made 
to confront the social issues that confronted tlie 
miners as citizens: schools, taxes, decent govern- 
ment, health care, pollution and social services 


m memory, Yablonski was murdered with his wife and 
daughter- - the i.hrco shot to death in their beds by 
lured as.^assms /Vnd tl^e Boyle machine rolled on 

But thanks lo Yablonski 's insurgence, it didn't 
roJl ([Uite '.o fast o> so liard as before Other union 
rebel oLK^n.:ors and union leaders of the Yablonski 
struggle ].ri 1970 formed a rank and file organization 
called Mj ner^ for Democracy to keep the pressure on 
Bo> le 

Working closely with Yablonski 's two sons, both 
lawyers. Miners for Derriocracy pressed for an investi- 
gation of the 1969 election and the blatant corruption 
of the Boyle administration 

They also advocated greater autonomy for the 24 
United Mine Worker districts (In only 6 districts 
did miners even have the right to partially elect 
their own district ufticers Boyle appointed his 
men fur the jobs in the other districts.) Under the 
1959 Landium-(iri ff ith Act miners must be allowed to 
elect their own officers, but the Labor Department, 
under both Demociatic and Republican administrations 

had not wanted to offend a powerful labor leader like 
Boyle for political reasons. They have managed to 
stall doing anything about democracy in the UMW for 
13 years. 

In the coal fields, Miners for Democracy step- 
ped up organizing with coal miners. Leaders of the 
organization took strong stands on contract issues 
especially during the strike last fall. And so Mi- 
ners for Democracy filled the void left by the phan" 
tom company -oriented Boyle administration. 

This April, three years of hard work began to 
pay off In a fast-breaking series of court cases 
the union insurgents were suddenly placed in control 
of the United Mine Workers The 1969 UMW election of 
Tony Boyle was overturned, Boyle was himself convic- 
ted of embezzling union funds, the United Mine Wor- 
kers hierarchy, including Boyle was implicated in the 
Yablonski murder, and UMW district ^2 won full auto- 
nomy resulting from a Miners for Democracy lawsuit, 
setting a precedent for democracy in the rest of the 
districts 

Most important and far reaching of these legal 
actions IS obviou.siy the federal court decision to 
overturn the 1969 election of Boyle for fraud and 
deception in his deieat of Yablonski After almost 
three years, the court decision confirms what min- 
ers who participated in the Yablonski campaign were 
saying througliout about Boyle's tactics. 

As the court verified, these tactics includ- 
ed syphoning funds from tlie union treasury to fin- 
ance the Boyle campaign, placing "Loyal to Boyle" 
campaigners on the union payroll, and counting non- 
existent votes on the Boyle side of the tally In 
addition to these administrative abuses, Yablonski's 
life and tlie lives of his .supporters were constantly 
threatened 

Yablonski begged tlic Labor Department to inter- 
vene in the elections to assure a fair contest, but 
he was met with "ic> i ndi f ference" He was subse- 

quently sliot to death after having been scheduled to 
testify before a grand jury on corruption in the 
then that the Labor and Justice 


Eight months later, in December 1969, 
"losing" the most flagrantly rigged union 
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Departments decided to look into what was liappeninj^ 
wi th the mineworkers

Not since the late 1920s when Illinois dis- 
sidents unsuccess tul ly challenged John L Lewis 
for control of the UMW lias there been a rank and 
fi ie movement in the union that ever grew' beyond 
fledgling sice Now after 40 years, there is the 
exciting possibility that a progressive rank and 
fj.ie leadershjp will emerge to union 

democratically 

Lewis ran the UMW top down with an iron fist. 
Tony Boyle, who took over the union presidency 
in 1963, carried on that tradition. But Lewis had 
at least some basic concern for the men who mine 
the coal--a trait that Boyle lacks entirely 

Under Boyle’s leadership tlie list of UMW 
troubles and mismanagement is incredible : murder , 
embezzlement, fraud, defiance of the UMW consti- 
tution, sell-out contracts and collaboration wi tli 
the large oil-roal conglomerates that came to dom- 
inate the industry in the mjd-sixties 

The episode that has given Boyle the most 
Notoriety recent 1\ is his linkage with the Vablon- 
ski murders Silas Huddleston, a retired local pre- 
sident from Lafollette, Tennessee, confessed to 
organizing the murders and implicated Boyle and 
Albert Pass, an International executive board 
member, in the killings. 

Huddleston's confession claims that the money 
to finance the killings came from the union treasury. 
It was run through the UMW Research and Education 
fund--in reality the "murder fund " And according ■ 
to a statement by the prosecuting attorney, the 
fund was set up in a secret meetihg attended by 
Pass and Boyje 

Boyle has had other problems with the law too. 
Last month he was convicted of 13 separate counts 
of embezzling union funds. The money was stolen 
from the union treasury and then funneled into the 
campaign chest of several politicians. Of the 
542,000 mentioned in the indictment, $30,00 went 
to 1968 Democratic presidential hopeful Hubert 
Humphrey 

In another case tried last year, Boyle was 
forced to resign as a director of the union's 
Welfare and Retirement fund after a group of dis- 
abled miners and widows sued the UMW for abuses 
which threatened to bankrupt the pension fund by 
1973 One of the most blatant abuses, reminiscent 
of the labor capitalism of the 1920s, was the keep- 
ing of $73 million in a non-interest-bearing 
checking account in the UMW owned National Bank 
of Washington 

But union mismanagement has really been the 
least of the Boyle administration's faults as far 
as the miners are concerned, It's what the union 
has not done about the things affecting them 
everyday in the mines that angers them most With 
a miner getting Killed in the mines almost every ■ 
working day, with dust choking thelife out of men 
by age 4S,with s u rp mines and slag piles threat- 
ening to destroy their homes the recent 

Buffalo Creek flood disaster where ^ver 120 people 


were killed and a whole town demolished when a 
Pittston Co. slag pile gave wayj and with job and 
economic security always threatened, miners are 
fed up that their union has been nowhere to be 
found on tlicsc issues 

A good part of the problem has been that since 
1950, the UMW leadership and the large coal compa- 
nies liave cooperated famously. In that year, the 
UMW allowed the coal companies to mechanize the 
mines tlirowing over 300,000 men out of work in re- 
.turn for company funding of the Welfare and Re- 
ti'rcmcnt fund. From that year on, production be- 
came as mucli a UMW concern as that of the National 
Coal Association 

In the early 1960s the formation of the liuge 
coal monopoly was aided by the union. In fact the 
Boyle leadership was found guilty along with Con- 
solidated Coal Co , largest and most powerful of 
the coal producers, of conspiring to violate the 
Sherman Anti-Jrust Act by forcing small Kentucky 
operators out of business. This was the first time 
a company and union had been convicted of working 
together under the act 

A * * 

The new UMW elections must be held by January 
1, 1973, Insiders speculate that the contest will 
take place sometime in December. Miners for Democracy 
has set May 27-28 as the date for a democratic no- 
minating convention to choose reform candidates to 
confront Boyle in the elections. It will be held 
in the heart of the coal f ields--Wheeling, W. .Va, 
Upwards of a thousand miners from Nova Scotia to 
southern Illinois are expected to attend, choose 
candidates, and write a sweeping Miners for Demo- 
cracy platform returning the UMW to its members. 

The battle for control of the UMW is the most 
important political contest in the coal fields since 
the UMW was first organized. At stake is control of 
a 100,000 man union, possibly the most strategic 
in the nation, its $65 million treasury and massive 
political impact where ever people dig coal or burn 
coal-generated electric lights 

It's especially important in the Appalachian 
coal states which have become almost wholly-owned 
subsidiaries of tlie. giant coal-oil conglomerates 
based in New York, Boston and Philadelphia, The UMW is 
ihe only . institution in these states with the 
financial and human resources to confront that exploi- 
tation by these companies, which has made Appalachia 
synonymous with poverty and unemployment. 

The rank and file struggle of the UMW also 
gives impetus to struggle in other labor unions. Rank 
and file groups in the auto workers, steel workers, 
and chemical workers are all watching what happens 
in the coal fields . 

Just as the 1930s was the decade of mass indus- 
trial labor organizations, the '70s may well be the 
years of labor reorganization starting first with the 
reform of the union which built the CIO in the 
thirties with its money, organizers and militants-- 
the United Mineworkers of America.

"I can remember after the Split, when it was 
decided that those who supported either wings 
would be given a diance to talk to the volunteers 
and put forward their respective cases, 1 addressed 
one meeting in Nortli Queen Street, There must 
have been some 33 men in the room. I stated to 
tliem what the objects of the Republican Movement 
were: the formation of a demotratic socialist 
republic, and tlie minute I liaa uttered those words 
a young fellow stood up and said: 'I'm not inter- 
ested in Republics of any sort, sir, all I'm 
interested in doing is defending my jioine.' Tliat 
illustrates the type of support tJ’iat went Provo. 

"l^ve gone through’ that period myself. You 
could say that 1 was a Provo right up until 1964, 
when myself and people like myself on Brigade Staff 
turned towards social problems. Everything was 
uncomplicated then. You could carr)" out a military 
operation and you wouldn't have to think about the 
consequences. Nowadays we sometimes say to our- 
selves, jokingl)’, 'Jesus it was great when we were 
Provos , we would n.' t have to. thi'nk. ' That was part ' of 
the success of the Provos, now it's part of their 
tragedy . " 

TTie tragedy of the Provos emerged after Direct 
Rule was imposed from Westminster [putting tl'ie 
British directly in control of Northern Ireland], 
and Northern Ireland's Catholics realized that some 
more subtle form of politics wat necessary to take 
into account one million alienated Protestants, 
than what the Provos were capable of. Before 
Direct Rule, however, Provo support had been falling 
off as a result of the bombing campaign. 

"We've always opposed Direct Rule," said 
MaMillan, "what We'Ve wanted is MORE democracy, 
not less, which is what you've got with Direct Rule 
from Britain. Our alternative to the disbanding 
of [tlie Northern Ireland Parliament at] Stormont 
was the setting up of a socialist republic, Tlie 
Provos have no alternative." 

Has he been able to keep up wliat little con- 
tact there already was .;ith Protestants before the 
violence? 

"In coversations with Protestant leaders, 
they have manat-ed to distiiiguish 'uct'A’cen the two 
IRASt altnoiigh maybe for the wrong reasons. But 
they DO say “tliat wc are the politicians, while the 
Provos liave been doing all the bombing. I remember 
telling one Protestant leader that we also believe 
in physical force, but that it must be related to 
the demands of the people, and to this he agreed. 
Before the Provo bonibihg campaign w'e were ftiolsing 
progress, but now they've* been driven into their 
own little comer and are inclined to look upon 
all Catholics as IRA men, and all IRA men as the 
same." 

I asked him how real he felt the threat of a 
Protestant backlash was. "I've always felt that 
if a Protestant backlash came it would be limited, 
it wouldn't be as widespread as people fear. Craig 
will get support for the Vanguard Organization, 
but 1 feel that the reign of terror of the British 
Army has had a two-fold efjfcct. I'irst ly, it has 
tried, unsuccessfully, to crusli tiie op[)ositi on ol' 


the Catholic and Republican population, and secr 
ondly It lias given an example to the-^^rotostantS' 
ol' what would happen to them if they ever decided 
to take on the l5ritish Army, and in that measure 
it has been to a large extent successful." 

"Another disastjrous effect of British Army 
repiession In tlio North," he added, "is that the 
rnovciiicnt in th<' South lias ground to a halt. At one 
time it was making t ...einendous progress, but now 
everyone's enegies are devoted to the North. We in 
the North don't need tiiat much -support from the 
South. We feci that they should concentrate on 
building their own movement down there. 

At th- moment ihere is a pre-revolutionaiy 
situation in the North that can be turned into a 
revolutionary situation, but the same conditions 
don't yet exist in the South. The two regimes 
must be overthrown simultaneously." 

One most surprising phenomenon since Direct 
Rule that many observers have noted, is the shift 
of support away from the Provos, back to the Of- 
ficials. Could McMillan confirm this? 

"We're getting so much support now that we 
can't cope with it. The type of support that we're 
getting is jpractical support. It'-speople who have 
sat down to become intellectually convinced that 
the policies of the Official IRA are the right ones, 
hliereas the support that the Provos used to get 
was purely emotional support--young lads who wanted 
to hai'e a go at the British ARmy, 

for example, in just two small areas, we*ve 
had an influx of some 50 recruits in each. So many 
tjiat we can't take them all. We can't cope, we 
haven't the arms or the facilities." 

The new volunteers differ markedly from men 
like McMillan. If McMillan is one of tno ‘^ten of 
the forties", who in middle age had to go througii 
t.ie agonizing reappraisal of policy in the sixties, 
then tliese new volunteers ai'e the "Men of the 
seventies", New Leftists, who learnt their political 
education on the streets during earlier civil 
rights marches, who have little sympathy, let alone 
understanding for the nationalist myths of tnc past. 

"In the old days, movements were built out 
of dieVhard republicans, men wiio ,iad already made 
their reputation. Now the officers are made on the 
field. We've lost so many that an entirely new 
generation has risen up through the ranks. In the 
future it will be these that are the acknowledged 
leaders of the Movement."

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SOUTH VIETNAM STUDENT LEADER HUYNH TAN MAM 
TORTURED IN SAI GON JAfL 

SAIGON ( LNS) ““"Mam has been tortured by police 
i nterrogaters night and day for 20 days at a time. 

He can barely see. They shoved 200 watt light bulbs 
in his eyes until his face became inflamed from 
the heat. Then they would stop (and start again 
when the puffing went down)." 

A seventeen year old high school student 
released from the Saigon 1 n te r rogat i on Center the 
first week in May brought back this report on Huynh 
Tan Mam, chairman of the Provisional Representa- 
tive Body of the Students of Vietnam--a group 
which represents student unions from all five 
major un i ve rs i t i es ‘ i n South Vietnam. 

Mam, in prison since January 5, vvas arrested 
while leaving the Faculty of Medicine wiiere is 
a student. Only recently have Saigon officials 
acknowledged the arrest. The reason for the most 
recent in a long series of arrests, Mam's friends 
explain, is a statement that he issued on January 
2 strongly opposing American policy in Indochina. 

It condemr>$d the then renewed U.S. bombing of North 
Vietnam and the continuation of the " V i e tnami za t i on" 
program. 

The unidentified high school student, who spent 
more than a week in prison with Mam, said *the * * 

student leader "has been beaten badly by the police", 
that his legs are paralysed and that he has under- 
gone electrical shock and truth serum injections 
in an effort to make him confess to communist acti- 
vities. 

Mam has been active in «ftit i -gove rnmen t demonp 
strations for a long time, ahd'the Thieu regime 
has tried to silence him many times in the past. 

In March of 1970, he was one of hO students arrest- 
ed by the Saigon police and charged with being 
■HViet Cong". No evidence was ever brought to trial 
but Mam and the other students were held for three 
months . 

Mam vt^s arrested a second time August 30, 1970. 
The fourth annual National Student Congress had 
convened in Saigon to discuss "Milltar\ Training 
in the Universities", Police invaded one of l:io 
open meetings which was held on tlie campus of trie 
University of Saigon, and with the help of Amer- 
ican-supplied tear gas, helicopters and small flame 
rockets, broke up the Congress. 117 students were 
arrested and many were badly beaten. The government 
charged Mam and the others with "treason" and they 
s^ent--a month in prison before they were released. 

* 'The student movement in Saigon is not easily 
Intimidated and continues to voice opposition to 
Nixon and Thieu--even as the threat of jal 1 and 
torture increases. This probably influenced Thieu's 
recent decision to close do^.n all tlie universities 
and draft students into t',c army. 

Recently, leaders from'Aof the 5 universities 
and the Saigon High School Student Association, 
issued a statement calling on President Nixon to 
"stop the bombing of North and Soutli Vietnim" and 
"return to the Paris talks. V The statement also 
called for the resignation of the Tlrieu regime.

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LIBERATED FILLS REVEAL RUTGERS ADMIN. COOPERATES 
V,n IM Li A. WAR-RELATED RESEARCH ALSO EXPOSED 

NEW BRUNSWICK, N J (LNS)--The adm i n i s t ra t i on 
building at Rutgers University was seized by stu- 
dents on May 9 ' e series of anti“war demonstrations 
on tile campus following Nixon's May 8 speecli. As is 
often the in sufli Luilding occupations, files 

yieldeu inein' s < learl/ I'evi^aling the university's co- 
operation v/itii the CIA and the Department of Defense 
and its efforts to repress student activists. 

Cotn f i dc fit i a 1 correspondence found in the build- 
ing indicates that t!<e university cooperated with 
tlic C I for .It lea-r I' /‘ars, and that it engaged 
in i.ontiac . foc th^ U<^fuiise departriiOnt. A memo 
dated Oct'ilnjr /> 19 /i, from tfie associate director 

of public reicil.ions for the University to University 
President Bloustein, explained that the school "for 
many years coope''ated with the New York office Ofc,, 
the Central I n te i 1 ! gence Agency by inquiring of 
certain faculty members, upon CIA request, whether 
they v/ould be vyilllng to be intervievyed by the CIA 
rep resen ta 1 1 ve vyho has Rutgers University as one of 
seve ra 1 ass I gnemen ts . ' ' 

The memo goes on to say: "To the best of my 
knowled(]c the CIA's Interest is exclusively in faculty 
members in the scientific field who have attended r 
meetings off shore. 1 am assuming, since the CIA has 
never o^^fered and vje have never inquired, that their 
Interes: is in information that might have been ex- 
changed vyl th other scientists, presumably represcrn’t- - 
ing countries which might some day be enemy nations." 

Among the seized documents was a list of research 
and training contracLs and grants. Included were 
expenditures for a 'Herblcidal Research Fund" (de- 
foliation ib what they call it In Indochina) for the 
last rta.lf of 1963 , as we 1 I as 1^ current projects 
for tKe defense department totaling $599,773. 

Rutgers' president contends that none of the 
current research going on at the university is 
war-related But students point out that war pro- 
jects are often s ub“Con t racted at a number of research 
centers in seeming I y i nnoucuous forms. Later on 
t 1 rl asiCi'.ibled by the defense department in 

.hdl; miqfit surprise scientists who have worked 
on only pai ts of the whole. 

Anotlier memo, written by the university's di- 
rector of public relations to President Bloustein, 
reveals tlie university's altitude toward gays: "I 

think we caf\ all iiope tiiat the “gay cultural ex- 
plosion" scheduled to be held on campus May 5“7 
gets as little publicity attention as possible!,. 

The fact that Student Government Association is 
providing the Homopiiile League with some $200 out 
of student fees may also give the Chancellor a new 
handle for his campaign on the student fee structure, 
one which would, in my opinion, be a lot easier 
to g rab hold of . " 

The university public relations department had 
suggestions, as well, for"d i sarmi ng" a student noise- 
control project. Otiier memoranda gave "intelligence" 
repor t s on s tuderi t - ntn ^s nape r'-ed i tor s .
